Reno. Nev.. July 5.—Jack Jobnaon. 
the negro heavyweight champion, baa 
turned over the sporting world. 
He 
knocked out James J. Jeffries in the 
fifteenth round. 
it was sudden, this defeating of a 
hitherto unbeaten man. It came very 
swiftly, like the dropping of some bolt 
that wrecks a 10,000 horse power dy­ 
namo. 
Hardly had the bell sounded for the 
fiiteenth round when 
the 
lightning 
movement of the negro's right arm in 
an uppercut ended in a thud. The tre­ 
mendous head of the white fighting 
man swung hack as the glove landed 
on his Jaw just lo the right of mid- 
chin. 
His torso relaxed, his knees trem­ 
bled. then crooked. Down he went. 
Sixteen thousand people leaped to 
their feet and the great dish of the 
arena was so still that those sitting 
next to the ling could hear the click 
of the black champion's teeth as he 
snapped his jaw shut and stood wait­ 
ing over the fallen fighter. 
The timekeeper had counted nine; 
Jeffries, his head swinging from side 
to side on his thick neck, struggled to 
his knees, to his feet. Hardly had he 
straightened when two terrific blows 
shot over bis feebly rising guard. A 
rigiit aud left uppercut to the chin fol­ 
lowed. Down the white man tumbled. 
This time his body was outside the 
topes and his legs were crooked over 
the white strands. He sat haunched in 
this squat, eyes closed, hands droop­ 
ing over knees. 
The spell was broken. The arena 
roared. 
Referee Was Rattled. 
Rickard, the referee, was rattled Ha 
stood by the side of the beaten pu 
gllist. counting in a dazed tort of way. 
Nobody watt bed him. Everybody bad 
his eyes on Jeffries. 
In the uproar Timekeeper B aiting 
counted Jeffries out. 
Nobody heard 
him. 
Abe Attell ran over from Jef­ 
fries' corner and lifted up the ropea. 
while the lighter clamnered blindly 
through. 
The 
man 
stood, 
half 
crouching, 
knowing nothing. Then came the black 
man. not knowing that hit antagonist 
w as counted out. 
He came lightly, stepping swiftly 
like a cai stalking He jumped up to 
the side of the bloodied, half conscioua 
man. and with his arms jerking hark 
and forth with the thrust of an en­ 
gine's piston he pounded and pounded 
the drooping bead of the former cham­ 
pion 
Uppercuts, each one of them. Pl rut 
with the right, then with the left, 
Johnson swung hack the lolling head. 
Again the 
tremendous bulk of the 
white man tottered 
Sam Berger, Jeffries’ manager, now 
jumped iuto the ring and rushed to 
Jeffries' side. Rickard understood and 
he waved the tigerish Johnson hack 
lo his corner 
At the same time he 
held up his ham! and motioned toward 
the black, retreating 
That was the 
end The fight was won. A man un­ 
beaten and thought to be unbeatable 
had been pounded Into defeat. 
The 
championship remains with the negro 
aud 170.600. go per cent of the purse, 
of f I OI.OOO, had been won. 
Was a Clean Knock-Out. 
It was what the followers of pugil­ 
ism call a clean knock-out. The blow 
that the black man sent up from his 
waist to the point of J e f f r ie s ' chin in 
that quarter minute of the finish round 
wa stile blow that finished the battle. 
Jeffries was outclassed, outpointed. 
He didn't 
lose because of a lucky 
blow He lost because be was an older 
man than when he last fought, because 
tie had not "come back*' from his years 
of physic al and nervous flabbiness. 
A surprise they call this sort of 
thing in the sporting world, a surprise 
because the results were not forecast­ 
ed by the weightiest opinion of ex- 
ice rts. 
Here is what one who was not 
au expert in pugilism might have seen 
IU the ring: A white man whose every 
nerve was tensed to fiddle string taut­ 
ness. who kept his power of co-ordina­ 
tion between iii iud and muscle at such 
a working pitch that mental fatigue 
threatened each instant. Opposed to 
him was a negro who was not afraid, 
who was vaiu in bis skill of self pro­ 
tection. hut not to the point of reck­ 
lessness who approached the task of 
stunning an antagonist with an easy 
and baffling confidence. 
No such spectacle as the one inside 
the graded tiers of humanity has ever 
been seen Probably iu this country no 
such s p e c ta c le will he seen again It 
was the fight of the century. It was the 
surprise of the century also. 
The Fight by Round*. 
Round One - The fight began with­ 
out a handshake Jeffries feinted sev­ 
eral times aud Johnson landed light 
left to face, long clinch. Jeffries grin 
uing. 
Johnson tried two lefts, which 
Jeffries blocked with shoulder, and 
clinch followed, iu which Jeffries land 
od kidney punches 
Jeffries landed 
right to body and left hook to Jaw. 
Jerries slipped inside left Jab They 
clutched. They walked slowly around 
the ring laughing, hut Johnson could 


not push the white man back, and in 
the next clinch Johnson scored light 
left to jaw and bell rang. Even round. 
Round 
Two.—Jeffries 
assumed 
crouch and led with a left. 
Johnson 
jumped back and laughed. 
Johnson 
scored with left to chin. They clinch 
ed. Johnson said "Don’t you rough 
me,” and both laughed. Jeffries landed 
left to 
Jaw. 
Clinch followed. 
Jim 
scored three lefts to Jack’s body and 
a hiow to the mouth, which 
drew 
blood. 
Jack missed right 
uppercut. 
Clinch. 
Jeffries scored hard left to 
body and men clinched laughingly. 
Johnson drove stiff left to Jeffries' 
face 
and 
light 
uppercut 
to 
chin. 
Clinch. 
Round Three.—Tightly slowly and 
carefully. No lost motion Jack missed 
right swing and took left to body. 
In 
the break the negro scored left to 
Jim's eye. Infighting followed, light 
blows landed. Jack landed 
right ap^ 
permit. 
Jim 
forced pace 
and men 
clinching when heil rings. Jack patted 
Jim on hack as they went to corner. 
Negro pufflug hard. 
« 
Crowd Hoots Jeffries. 
Round Pour.—Jeffries clinches and 
crowd hoots Jeffries. Johnson returns 
with left jab to head, men wrestling 
in clinch. 
Joking with each other, 
Jeffries scores left to body. Jack lands 
uppercut to chin. Jim brings blood on 
Jack's mouth again. Johnson laughs 
at footwork,, 
Negro lands right and 
left to head. 
He then used kidney 
punch, and Jeffries asks him what he’s 
doing. 
Johnson drives left to lace.

Johnson Outboxes Jeffries. 
Round Eight. 
Jeffries rushed. John­ 
son says: "Come right in." In clinch 
negro slipped left hook to head. He 
was outboxing Jim and caught him 
right hard to jaw. Jack missed left 
jab. Jim scored right to body. Jim 
din Wed left hook, which caught him in 
the chest, in clinch Jack lands two 
rights to stomach. 
Clinching. 
Jack 
lands left to mouth and left to kid­ 
neys. Jim tried left hook, which missed 
Ja< k b> six hu bes. The men seem ex 
tremely friendly and talk and Joke 
constantly. Jack blocks blow and looks 
to crowd for applause. Bell As usual, 
the bell found the two big fellows 
locked in clinch and walking slowly 
about ring 
Round 
N in e—They 
clinch. 
Jack 
says “Come on." and Jim drove a stiff 
left to body and crowd hoard him 
grunt. 
Clinch. 
In clinch Jim lands 
right on body and the negro grunts. 
He then put In the lefts to Jeffries’ 
face and blood came from the white 
man. Bell found them sparring. John­ 
son appeared puzzled that his blows 
had so little effect and is studying him 
from his corner. 
Up to this point 
Rickard had nothing to do except walk 
around the ring 
Hound 
Ten 
Jeffries 
didn't 
rush 
this time. Instead lie (ame up slowly 
and sparred for an opening Johnson 
became careless for a moment and 
Jeffries rapped him in the ribs with a 
left. Johnson stepped to close quarters 
and feinted with great skill. 
Then, 
catching Jeffries unawares, he planted 
a right hook on the jaw. whereupon 
both men laughed good naturedly. For 
a minute neither landed a blow of any 
kind. but finally Johnson slipped a 
left over to Jsffriea’ ear and received 
a bard cross counter on the mouth 
that drew more blood. la more clinch-

es came a aerie* of half-blocked blows, 
both men bleeding. 
J o h ^ ^ n final Iv 
stood away and at long range planted 
two swift lefts on Jim's nose until 
they clinched. While locked in this 
manner Johnson looked over Jeffries’ 
shoulder and winked at the spectators. 
Johnson's Great Footwork. 
Round Eleven.—Jeffries loomed up 
with a heavy 
left, which 
Johnson 
blocked. Jeffries forced the fight and. 
getting the negro on the ropes, he 
drove a stiff right to the neck, John 
son retaliating with a couple of left 
jabs on the jaw. In a fierce mix up 
Johnson hooked a right to the neck 
aud put a straight left, on the chin. 
Johnson was all action, stepping iii 
and out with a swiftness and sureness 
that made Jeffries seem like a mere 
tyro. 
He blocked the boilermakers 
blows with wonderful skill and ripped 
right and left uppercuts to the face 
and jaw. Jeffries was spitting blood 
and trying vainly to block the terrific 
attack. Slowly but surely the negro 
seemed to be pounding him into sub 
mission with both hands, and when 
Jeffries 
appeared to be dazed 
the 
crowd berame wild w’ith excitement. 
Again and again Johnson covered Jef­ 
fries' face with slashing blows, until 
Jeffries hugged him in a clinch to 
avoid further punishment. Jeffries wras 
bleeding profusely and seemed to he 
partially blinded by 
his own 
g o re. 
Johnson put it all over him, receiving 
practically no return. Johnson, increas 
ing his speed, actually drove Jeffries 
to a corner, where he hammered birn 
incessantly until the hell come to the 
rescue of the white man. 
Round Twelve.—Jeffries’ face was 
covered with bruises and he was still 
bleeding from the nose and mouth as 
he walked away from his (hair. John 
son greeted him with a grin The mo­ 
ment Jeffries rushed Johnson blocked 
his blows and clinched him. Jeffries 
held hard, hut he did not have strength 
enough 
to 
prevent 
Johnson 
from 
breaking out of the clint h of his own 
accord, and once free the big negro 
plunged 
the left into the 
face and 
whipped over a right to the jaw. Jef­ 
fries put in a body plint h with all th* 
strength at his command, but the negro 
did not break ground an inch. Instead 
he responded 
with a similar blow, 
which brought a clinch In the break­ 
away Johnson cut loose two fearful 
smashes 
for the Jaw. hut 
thin time 
Jeffries blocked them. and Johnson 
laughed. 
“ You're Improving. Mr Jef­ 
fries." said the negro as they went 
into another f linch. Coming out of it 
Jeffries’ nose and mouth were bleed 
ing and Johnson crashed a right over 
on to the jaw. which shook tile big 
fellow to the heels. 
Jack now forced 
the fighting, and it was simply a ques­ 
tion of gameness on the part of Jef­ 
fries. 
The 
negro’s short jabs and 
swings, which tam e like a hailstorm, 
clearly puzzled Jeffries, wh< could not 
seem to avoid them 
Jeffries Game ae a Lion. 
Round Thirteen.—As Jeffries rush­ 
ed blindly Johnson clinched. Stepping 
out of it Johnson shot a solid left to 
the head for another clinch. Before 
they broke the negro made a few re­ 
marks to a friend at the ringside, and 
then as the referee ordered them to 
separate, he whipped over two swift 
lefts to Jeffries’ damaged mouth Step­ 
ping in boldly, Johnson repeated this 
attack and drove Jeffries to the rope* 
Jeffries was spitting blots!, iii a half 
clinch 
he 
tried body punt Iring, hut 
Johnson blocked and then landed a 
counter in the ribs, at the same time 
driving a straight 
right hush into 
Jim's face, which made him reel. More 
lefts anti rights were poured iuto the 
boilermaker's 
countenance, 
but 
he 
couldn’t 
see 
them. 
He 
staggered 
around the ring blindly but game as a 
lion. He rushed with some of the old 
pugnacity, but a heavy right closed 
his eye as tight as a drum and brought 
him up short. Johnson, realizing that 
he had his antagonist where he wanted 
him, cut loose a fearful attack and 
Jeffries all over the ring uutil the bell 
put an end to the unexpected slaugh­ 
ter. 
ll was simply a question at thai 
point of how long Jeffries could stand 
such fearful punishment. 
Round Fourteen.- Stimulants were 
administered to Jeffries, and he came 
up with renewed strength. As John­ 
son clinched anil Jeffries tried vainly 
to use a right on the body, the negro 
laughed Johnson stepped Inside of an 
other right swing and hooked a couple 
of lefts to the chin. Jeffries iu desper­ 
ation mixed it up aud sent home his 
once d* adly right to the body and 
hooked tile same hand to the Jaw 
Neither blow made the negro wince,

A hook 
on the jaw Anally tumbled Jeffries in 
a heap In a corner. Jeffries, game t( 
the end. tried to get his bearings and 
had managed to get upon bis feet be 
fore Hie count of ten had been tolled 
when Berger jumped Into the ring and 
ordered Rickard to stop the fight foi 
the purpose of saving Jeffrie* from a 
knockout. Jeffries was hanging ovet 
the ropes with his face toward the

At this time he was one of the fore­ 
most la av e rs at the western bar hav­ 
ing argued during the two decades 
previous more rases before the ra fted 
States suprem e court than any other 
lawyer in the west. lits income was 
something like $75.(too a year. 
His 
salary as chief justice was otilv flu,- 
506. 
Chief Justice Fuller held third rank 
for length of service as presiding jus 
tire in the highest American tribunal. 
For twenty two veals he was chief 
justice 
Chief Justice Marshall 
pre­ 
sided for thirtv four years ami Chief 
Justice Taney for twenty t ight years. 


Made Taft President. 


The thief justice was expected to 
retire In 19*»6, hut declined to do so 
an*l his action doubtless had much to 
do with Die election of Taft to the 
presidency. Roosevelt desired to make 
Taft chief ju s tle . Fuller stood in the 
way. He held his Job and Taft went to 
the W hite House.

lf you started a carload of 
varnish from Chicago to Omaha last 
night you clin come lo today and tee 
just where that car la.

Measures to Bt Taken to Prevent or 
Oeetroy Thia Ineeot Peat. 
Accordiug to ll A. Cooley, state en­ 
tomologist of Montana, the army cut­ 
worm. which has proved so serious a 
pest to some parts of the country, 
should fie fought a* follows: 
Cutler the head of “Prevention” Mr. 
Cooley says: 
Since the moths are out and laying 
their egg* In the latter part of August 
and In Sept em tier It is of much Impor­ 
tant^ that fallow grain land* be kepi 
as free of weeds ami volunteer gralD 
ss possible In order that the moths 
may tie intuit ed to lay their eggs else­ 
where, for they will not deposit eggs 
in the still of a cleanly kept held. Like­ 
wise it Is desirable lo keep the borders 
of the fields free of inviting vegetation 
Suspected held* intended for planting 
In sugar beets, cabbage* and simitar 
crops should tie tested in the spring 
tiefore planting by the use of a few 
bait ptsuts or some fresh vegetation 
scattered about over the hare soil to 
discover whether or not it is safe to 
plant out the crop. After a day or two 
lf the worms are present they will be 
found to bnve eateu the bait plants or 
wiii be In hiding near the scattered 
fresh vegetation 
lf the worms are found to be pres­ 
ent aud abundant enough to threaten 
the proposed crop It Is well to scatter 
poisoned vegetation on the field. 
Al­ 
falfa or other fresh vegetation may be 
selected for this purpose

The statem ent of facta in 
the ballot is eminently fair, but cee 
talu m atters should be explained and 
others amplified. 
A criticism of the company’s action 
is made that ail iucrease of ti per cent 
was granted to the employees regard 
lea* of the expressed desires of tbs 
committees. 
The company has a duty to all of IU 
employees aa great as to its conductor! 
aud trainm en. 
It has been the well 
established policy of the company tc 
meet ( hanged conditions promptly, sc 
that the employees lit all departm ent* 
may at once receive wages aa high aa 
or higher than employees lo corre 
spending service of other railroads. 
The determ ination to take a strike 
vote was reached after a conferencs 
ob Tuesday with General M anager W 
ll. Meyers, who Informed the commit 
teen “that the company would accept 
the arbitration aw ard of the New York 
Central; that It would adopt all that 
embodies the principles for which they 
contend and the rates that have been 
put into effect on the New York Cen 
trul. leaving the company’s high rate 
stand, hut not Increasing them by tusk 
lug a ten hour day apply to the rate# 
which were made to fit an eleven and 
twelve hour day. or that the company 
would try to meet these conditions by 
adjustm ent, fitting Its rates of pay aud

action will b«> taken unless the com­ 
pany racede* from its po-ltlon. 
Each 
employee should t a k e the copy of th* 
I ballot, read it carefully, as well aa the 
foregoing statem ent, and then Tote aa 
each feels that be should vote lu fair­ 
ness to tbs company ami to himself.” 
Briefly recited, the following, with 
the above, constitute the history of the 
eutire case: 
In October. HSIU, a convention of 
the Brotherless] of Railway Conduc­ 
tors and Trainmen wa* held in Bos- 
t'«u. at which the railroads in the east­ 
ern territory were represented and a 
set of reg ti tat iou* and tales of pay

TTH* cm the Th Tie ItbffWfi 
as 
the eastern 
federation w ale of 
wages. 
This Seale was subm itted to 
the employee# of the various railroads 
and was generally adopted. 
It was 
rejected by the trainm en of the Penn­ 
sylvania railroad, and therefore they 
were not a party to the general move* 
ment advocating this scale of wages. 
Later Pennsylvania railroad employees 
adopted a set of regulations aud a 
scale of wages, dated Feb. I. 1910, 
which was presented lu turn to the 
general 
superintendent 
and 
general 
manager. 
The conditions are practl 
cady the same as those of the Eastern 
Federation association, but the rates 
are very much higher. 
The first railroad In the east to ac­ 
cept the eastern federation’s scale was 
the Baltimore and Ohio railroad, and 
a scale of wages after negotiations 
with Messrs. Garretson and Lee was 
adopted by arbitration. 
After considering the increase In 
wages made ou the Baltimore and 
Ohio the company ou April I, 1910, In 
accordance with Its policy of granting 
borlsontal Increases in wages to all 
classes of employees, made a general 
Increase Iii rates of pay of ti per cent 
to all employees of the company re­ 
ceiving under $300 per month, and the 
yard rates were adjusted to meet those 
accepted by the trainm en on the Bal 
timore and Ohio railroad. 
The 
com mittee 
representing 
the 
trainmen and conductors told General 
.Manager Myers that these Increases 
were not what they wanted, but that 
they would insist upon the acceptance 
of the conditions aud rates of pay giv­ 
en In their position. 
Negotiations were 
carried on for some time and finally 
ceased wheu the committee was told 
by the general m anager that the com 
l>any could not grant more than the ti 
per eeut Increase and the adjustm ent 
of any inequalities in rate* of pay that 
might exist. 
After the New York Central award 
had been made after arbitration and 
on a basis not so high a* the eastern 
federation s schedule, the company de­ 
ckled that it was Its duty to Increase 
Its rates of pay, and revisions involv­ 
ing substantial incret.ses were made 
and put Into effect June I, 1910. 
When the union committee rejected 
the June I wage adjustm ent the com­ 
pany offered lo apply the New York 
Central rates and conditions provided 
It would not Increase the com pany’s 
rates of pay, but this proposition was 
rejected 
The Pennsylvania was ready 
to pay for overtime on the New York 
Central basis, but not lo make any In­ 
crease except for over eleven hours. 


In order that a clear uuderstaediug 
may be had of the financial obligations 
imposed upon the company, the vail 
ous concessions aud Increases In wages 
recently granted, the following state 
ment ta subm itted; 
The general increase of ti per eeut 
granted to all employees receiving less 
tbau $.‘kkt per month aud the adjust* 
ment lu yardm en* hourly rate, ef­ 
fective April I. 1910. resulted In an an 
iiual Iucrease of $5.75*MMJ, of which 
1505.000 is applicable to road train 
tneu and $466,000. or * 4 per cent, In 
Tease to yardiueu. 
The further adjustm ent In hourly 
rates of yardmen (not Including an an­ 
nual Increase of $25,000 to yard en 
glneruen and firemen} effective a* of 
June I, lido, amounted to $8*46,000, 01 
OS per cent annually. 
The 
further 
adjustm ent 
in 
road 
traluinen'a rate*, effective as of Jun- 
1, 1910, resulted In an nnuual Increase 
of $305,000, or 4 psr cent annually 
These figures show sn Increase In 
wages of road trainm en and yardmen 
(not Including eugluemen and firemen) 
of fl.ti50.OUO. or 12 per eeut annually. 
The above figures Indicate continued 
adherence to the policy of the Flim sy I 
va ids Railroad company to liberally 
compensate Its employees for the!! 
services, giving doe conalderation to 
the circum stances and conditions un 
der which service Is performed 
The various im Teases and adjust 
ments In wage* of employees granted 
by the company since 1902 to date ag 
Kregate $2ft.ooo.o00 annually. 
Recognizing 
the 
interest* of 
the 
stockholder* of the company, It la con 
sldered that the adjustment and In 
creases In wages granted to employee* 
since April I. 1910, and concaeslons 
offered to the committee are fair and 
equitable 
The company presents to the train 
men and the public these facts, to­ 
gether with statem ents of the train­ 
men, showing that the Pennsylvania 
railroad’s rate* of pay are higher than 
those of other roads with which it I* 
In comi»etittoo 
The company urges 
(he trainm en, therefore, In Justice to 
themselves and their Interests, whic h 
most certainly are Identical with tho** 
of the company, carefully to consider 
and weigh all that ie herein brought 
to tbetr attention.
